On the other hand, business in both 
the house and senate is badly clogged' 
up, and it is beyond dispute that thej 
leaders in congress are at sea as to 
whether they will be able to break th e ­ 
ism and get the appropriation meas­ 
ures through. 
If the appropriation measures fail 
of course an extra session will be in­ 
evitable. 
The house situation, with such im­ 
portant appropriation measures as the 
naval bill and the sundry civil bill 
ahead, la such 'that the rules commit ( 
tee is considering the reporting of a 
rule for the consideration of the ap : 
proprtatlon measures. 
This step ic 
seldom taken. 
In view of Senator Brown’s threat 
to hold back the appropriation bills 
unless votes are allowed on the tariff 
commission measure, on the Lori met 
ease, on direct election of senator* 
and on the service pension bill, there 
is a good deal of nervousness at the 
•enate end of the capitol. 
The leaders on the Republican side

One reason why the belief ie grow 
lag about the capitol that there la tc 
be an extra aeaeton and an early one 
at that la that it looks like a chance 
to play big politics, and politics at 
that which la right In line with the 
things he la in earnest to accomplish!

The Democratic leaders do not want 
aa extra session called, least of a1 
la the spring. 
Champ Clark is opposed to an ex 
Ira session in the spring, and has sr 
advised the president. 
Mr. Clark t 
Idea la that the ways and means com 
mlttee ought to have time to look intc 
the tariff and see what ought to bt 
done. President Taft Is not anxious 
to keep business stirred up through 
the lummer. On the other hand, there 
Is good reason to believe the prest 
dent Is now on the popular side on the 
tariff question. 
His Canadian reciprocity agreement 
Is exciting widespread approval And 
he will presently turn over to con 
gress the report of the tariff board or 
the woolen schedule, which, there It 
good reason to believe, will show thai 
reductions should be made.

Pier—Federal Men Join Hunt Fat 
Mleeing Men. 


Atlantic City, Feb. 4. — Detective* 
end e squad of fin herm en working un 
der the direction of Cklef of Police 
Woodruff dragged the million dollat 
pier without finding a trace of the 
body of Richard L. Aehhuret, the aged 
Philadelphia 
postmaster, 
who 
has 
been missing for a week. 
H urting close to the spot where 
the missing m an’s cane was found 
the searchers worked 
around 
both 
sides and off the end of the pier with 
grapples 
and 
long poles, and the 
searchers believe they have reached 
every cranny la the sub structure of 
the pier where the body might have 
been carried and lodged by the tide. 
Fear 
that the corpse might have 
been drawn into the big revolving 
wheels of one of the experim ental 
wave motors close to the spot where 
the cane was 
found, caused Chief 
Woodruff to order a search of every 
point of the ponderous machinery that 
could be reached 
Working from a 
tem porary staging hung from the pier, 
a detective examined the ten-tou wave 
motor wheels, but could find no sign 
of the body, which would probably 
have been crushed had It caught in 
'b e big revolving cylinder. 
The meu engaged In the work of 
dragging are 
expert watermen and 
will continue to drag and search the 
currents which might have carried the 
bod> away from the pier. 
The police have gone back to their 
original theory that the missing man 
either fell or Jumped from the pier. 
They explain the failure of the body 
to come ashore on the theory that it 
may have either been carried down 
the beach by the current or caught 
under pier Ashing nets or in the nail 
studded piling.

In order to make these restorative 
crops attain proper growth most soils 
east snd many types xvest of the Mis 
slsslppl river must be limed. Failures 
with the clovers are due almost alto­ 
gether to an excess of acid In the soil. 
Ground limestone applied at the rate 
of from 1,000 to 10,000 pounds per acre 
neutralizes the acid and Increases the 
supply of available calcium, thus ren­ 
dering the soil more hospitable to le­ 
gumes. Inoculation to insure the pres 
once of bacteria nlso is sometimes nec­ 
essary. Legumes that do not form tu­ 
bercles on their roots do not fix nitro­ 
gen. Each legume has Ifs own special 
bacteria.
